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English Lose 
Another Ship 


Have Germans Launched New Line 


of Attack? Allied Airmen Get 
Busy. 


LONDON, Jan. 22.—The British steamer Dm-ward, says a liot- 


terdam dispatch to Renter's Telegram Co., has been torpedoed by a 
German submarine. The crew was saved. 


The Durward was bound from Loith to Rotterdam and was 


struck by the torpedo, according to the Router correspondent, while 
22 miles off the Maas lightship. The crew took to the boats and 
reached the lightship, from which a Dutch pilot boat convoyed them 
to Rotterdam. 


The Durward was a vessel of-1300 tons and was built at Glasgow 


in 1895. 
She was OAvned by G. Gibson & Co. of Leith, Scotland. 


A dispatch from Stockholm reports that the Swedish steamer 


Drost struck a German mine off Raumo, five members of her crew be- 
ing drowned. 


It -was the German submarine U-19, according to advices from 


Amsterdam, which torpedoed the Durward. 


The London newspapers interpret the sinking of the Durward 


as the beginning of a German naval policy alleged to have been urged 
by Admiral Von Tirpitz, the German minister of the navy, against 
British merchant vessels. 


Crisis Developing 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Jan. 22.—A crisis is rapidly developing 


in the relations of Germany and Italy, according to information re- 
ceived from reliable sources, Swiss newspapers declare today. They 
state that all German residents of Italy, of whom there are more 
than 7,000, have been notified by Berlin to leave at once and return 
to Germany. 


While the Swiss papers make no prediction that Italy will im- 


mediately enter the war on the" side of the allies, they intimate that 
such a step will not be long delayed. 


Aerial Attack 


AMSTERDAM, Jan. 22.—News of an aerial attack upon Ostend 


?nd Zeebrugge; two Belgian towns now held by= the Germans, was re- 
eeivedJiere today. It was made by Briiish aviators, according to the 
Sluis correspondent of the Tyd, who says that one of the aviators 
was forced to descend at Zeebrugge. He is believed to have been 
taken prisoner. 


According to the advices received by the Tyd, the aviators kill- 


ed a number of German soldiers at Ostend and damaged the railroad 
stations and ammunition depots in both towns with their bombs.

the German air raid on England Tuesday night is indicated by a dis- 
patch from Arnhem, Netherlands, which says a passenger arriving 
thei? yesterday from Germany asserts allied airmen threw bombs on 
•the town of Essen, destroying a number of houses. 


Essen is the home of the famous Krupp steel works, which pro- 


duces Germany's big guns, and as such would be a natural object for 
such a raid. 


The official press bureau declines cither to confirm or deny the 


report, merely permitting publication of the dispatch.

England lightly is shoAvn by the disposition of troops all along the 
cast coast and the fortifications that have been built from Dover to 
Aberdeen. Not only are aeroplanes and warships patrolling the 
coast night and day but heavy guns are being mounted all along the 
coast.
